bodied their views in an. even dozen 
conflicting' reports. All were laid be- 
fore congress today by President 
Hoover. 


hat of the commission as a whole 


was a compromise, making no rec- 
ommendation for repeal or ma'jor re- 
vision. 


In the individual conclusions, two 


commissioners asked outright repeal, 
four others favored- modification, 
two were for a further trial with 
some form of referendum mean- 
while, and the remaining- three advo- 
cated continued trial with intensified 
enforcement. 


Separately and .collectively, 
the 


members condemned many of the 
conditions tinder the dry laws while 
at the same time noting its benefits. 
They declared better observance and 
enforcement imperative if. prohibi- 
tion is to survive. 


"With-one- exception, the whole 


commission agreed that if the con- 
stitution is to be-revised, the b^.t 
way would be to strike out the pres- 
ent absolute Banning- of liquor and 
to give* congress the responsibility of 
finding a/new solution.

Enforcement Inadequate 


After declaring "there is yet no

and customs bureau personnel to 
prosecute violators.

of cider and fruit juices "by making 
some uniform provision for a fixed

Sen. H. B. TDag-gett, Milwaukee, 


offered an amendment limiting the 
number of fish lines to three for 
each individual and Sen. Glenn Rob- 
erts, Madison, asked that- the catch 
be limited to five pounds and the 
use of autos, sleds and tents pro- 
hibited in ice fishing. An effort to 
limit the bill to 1931 was defeated. 


A joint resolution requesting the 


director of purchases to give Wis- 
consin Industries preference was in- 
troduced by Sen. Bernhard Gettel- 
man, Milwaukee, and passed. Sen- 
Gettelman held Tip his fountain pen 
and pointed out that the director 
went to ICew York city to buy pens 
for legislators although a large pen 
company is located iu Wisconsin. 


Th-i senate also passed the Gettel- 


man resolution memoralizing- con- 
gress to pass one of the many bills 
providing for the payment of World 
war adjusted compensation certifi- 
cates. The ililwaukee senator also 
offered a bill for a, minimum wage 
law for adults. It would give the 
state industrial commission the pow- 
er to investigate wages, make orders 
and provide penalties. 


Persons engaging in the invest- 


ment business will be controlled by 
the commissioner of banking- if the 
bill introduced by Assemblyman Leo 
Gesickl, Merrill, todar is 
passed. 


Classification of heirs and increased

Washington— M3)— - The srnate ag- 


riculture committee today approved 
a bill to authorize the Federal Farm 
board to devote 20,000.000 bushels of 
wheat purchases by its subsidiaries 
for relief purposes. 


The bill, a modification of a meas- 


ure introduced by Senator Capper, 
Republican, Kansas, would authorize 
President Hoover to designate the 
agency which should distribute the 
wheat. 


The farm board's 
revolving fund 


would be credited with the amount 
paid for the wheat. 


Senator Caraway, Democrat, Ar- 


kansas, a member of the committee, 
described the bill as a direct appro- 
priation of $15,000,000 for relief pur- 
poses. 


The original Capper bill provided 


for using 40,000,000 bushels of the 
farm board's wheat, but the commit- 
tee modified it at the suggestion of 
government agencies. 


The bill provides that the agency 


to which the wheat is given shall 
take care of milling it into flour for 
distribution to those suffering from 
hunger. More than 100,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat re now held by subsi- 
diaries of the farm board.

Oklahoma City, Okla.—U?)—Kear-

raided a grocery store within three 
blocks of the city hall here today 
and seized food.

Three Persons Killed, Dozen 


Injured—Anarchists Are 


Blamed for Outrages 


Buenos Aires—C/P)—Throe bombs 


exploding at strategic places on rail- 
way lines entering Buenos Aires be- 
fore 
dawn 
this 
morning killed 


three persons and injured a dozen 
others. 


The first 
exploded in tho plaza, 


once Western 
Railway terminal. 


Three coaches of an Incoming elec- 
tric train were wrecked 
and three 


persons were killed and several In- 
jured. 


The second explosion occurred in 


the Southern Railway station in the 
Plaza Constituoion, soveial persons 
being injured. Both explosions occur- 
red in congested districts of the city, 
the 
early hour alono 
preventing 


many more casualties. 


The third 
bomb exploded in 
a 


coach of a train of tho Central Ar- 
gentine railway, partially wrecking 
a suburban passenger train. 
Am- 


bulances rushed to tho scone and 
took numerous victims to nearby 
hospitals. The train was 
departing 


for Tigre and had stopped at 
the 


Palermo race track station, a block 
from the new United States embas- 
sy. It left the Central Argentine ter- 
minal at Retiro Plaza a few minutes j 
before. The coach was shattered and 
at least six persons injured. 


The police immediately began 
to i 


round up suspects in an effort to pro- 
vent other outrages. The bombs 
believed Inspired by a 
recent. 


Drastic cuts, in pe^/onnj won in li 
niaae March I. They were considered 
the work of anarchists, 


A-Western Railway representative 


explained that ono bombing- occurrec 
at about 5 o'clock a. m. In that sec- 
tion.'of tho station where the local 
subway connects with the railway 
terminal. A railway porter found a 
suitcase on the station platform and 
carried It to the station agent who 
opened It. 
The ensuing explosion 


killed him, the porter and one by- 
stander and injured several others. 
The. concerto booth serving as the 
agent's office was shattered. 


A heavy police guard was thrown 


around the Western Railway station 
immediately after the explosion and 
practically 
everyone 
entering 
or 


leaving- was scrutinized. Railway ser- 
vice continued normal. 


,A fortunate coincidence kept the 


explosion In the Plaza Construction 
station from being much more seri- 
ous than it was. A Southern Railway 
train arrived 
from 
the 
suburban 


town of San Vicente at 5:10 a. m.. 
the coaches being quickly cleared of 
early commuters. 


A few minutes later there was a 


terrific explosion, which made match- 
wood of one coach and damaged sev- 
eral others. Not a person 
In the 


coach apparently would have escap- 
ed had the blast occurred earlier. 
Fragments of the coach were scat- 
tered in many parts of the huge 
train shed and the wreckage blocked 
adjacent platforms.

Although Appleton and most of 


this section of "Wisconsin lies in the 
center of two major storm belfs 
and should have an ^average yearly 
rainfall of 32 inches, there has been 
a constantly growing deficiency In 
precipitation covering a period of 
four years, according to Dr. Rufup 
Mather Bagg of the geology depart- 
ment of Lawrence college. 


Farmers in this 
section of the 


state have just cause for becoming 
alarmed 
because 
of the recent 


drouths and lack of precipitation, 
Dr. Bagg said. He is now super- 
vising drilling of -wells in the vicin- 
ity of Sherwood and 
High Cliff, 


where the water supply' is said to 
be exceptionally scarce. 


"Surface wells and streams have 


dried up and farmers are forced to 
drill wells for watering their cattle," 
Dr. Bagg said. 
"This is perhaps 


the first time in the past half cen- 
tury that conditions have gained 
such serious proportions. 


The drouth last fall slowed 
up 


fountains and lowered the level of 
water in artesian wells in many in- 
stances. 


The greatest deficiency In rain- 


fall during the past four years oc- 
curred last year when only 16,73 
inches of rain fell, according to Dr. 
Eagg. 


-The first deficiency in rainfall was 


noticed in 1927 
with only 26.39 inch- 


es. In 1928 there was a deficiency 
of 2.5 inches and in 1029 only 28 
inches of rain fell, Dr. Bags ex- 
plained- 


"Wisconsin lies between two ma- 


jor storm belts which insures the 
state a fairly uniform rainfall of 32 
inches over the entire region," he 
said. 


"One 
belt sweeps down from the 


northwest, crossing the lower end of 
Lake Superior and then travels off 
over the St. Lawrence river. The 
other begins in the southwest, 
sweeps over Chicago, across Lake 
Michigan, and then out over the 
Great Lakes toward the Atlantic 
ocean. 


"During the past few years, es- 


pecially the last two, there have 
been few storms in both these two 
belts, thereby bringing about the 
deficiency."

"THE 
COMMUNIST MENACE" 


It is not going to be easy to arouse 


a fever of resentment hereabouts con- 
cerning the communist menace de- 
scribed in the congressional report of 
the Fish committee because in commu- 
nities lacking connection -with the 
methods of "direct action" there is a 
failure to appreciate reverse conditions 
that may exist elsewhere. 


The statement of Congressman Nel- 


son, 
one of the committee, will more 


likely strike a responsive chord here: 
"Communism is making no menacing 
headway in America, and never -will 
so long as organized labor maintains 
its present attitude toward American 
ideals and institutions and so long as 
the communist movement is made up 
of men of foreign birth and alien 
tongue in whose philosophies the 
American takes little stock." 


Communism in the world today is 


acting the part of a spoiled and men-- 
tally unbalanced youngster putting 
tacks on' chairs, tripping ropes before 
doorways, salt in sugar bowls, ahnoy- 
ing and sometimes exasperating, with 
its thumb to its nose, ahvays destroy- 
ing and never constructing. But it is 
one thing to protect the public from 
a disturbance and quite another to as- 
-sume that any_ serious - part of the 
^American population will_ever_ embrace 
tyranny for freedom, fright for reason, 
the rule of the mentally unbalanced 
and those bordering on aberration for 
the sane and reasoned march of human 
progress. 


The old Democratic idea that the 


best way to expose a sham is to per- 
nut Its discussion freely and openlyJLs 
applicable with "the necessity' for, sofh e 
slight alterations demanded because of - 
the violent as well as unlawful meth- 
ods employed by communists taking 
advantage of the lenience of our laws 
relating to free speech. When the prop- 
er majority of our people want com- 
"munism they certainly can have it, but 
the communists fight -this principle 
fiercely with the realization that they - 
can "never get-a majority' of the peo- 
ple anywhere, least of all perhaps in 
Russia, but-must depend'upon force 
exactly as that other foe of freedom, 
the royal dictator, cannot survive with- 
out rows of bayonets and parks of ar- 
tillery. 


One recommendation of the Fish 


committee, that alien communists be 
deported, or if citizenship has been 
granted to them that it be cancelled, 
is clearly just. When a man emigrates 
to a country that country has the prop- 
er right to assume that he comes 
thither to become a friendly part of 
Its life whatever that be, and not a 
destroyer of the tilings It holds dear. 
If he does not like the form of gov- 
ernment he is free to go elsewhere. If 
he really craves communism, boats still 
run to Russia. If he -wantonly -refus- 
es to accept the theory of his adopted 
country he should not be tolerated. 
jThat Is only simple justice. 


It is the duty of a "government al- 


ways to be alert to evils and to pro- 
tect Its people from disorders but only 
the hysterically inclined -will see any 
menace of communism, even "were we 
to go through ten times as serious a 
depression as the present one. The 
American people are educated. That 
Is a complete answer to communism 
any place on the face of the earth. It 
got its start In the most densely ig- 
norant country 5n the world. That was 
the sort of soil It had to find- 


That Russia, steeped in centuries of 


nrysticism and illiteracy, -where ox and 
crooked stick still till the soil, leeringiy 
denouncing and tyrannically denying 
God to its millions, flouting honor, de- 
claring; the keeping of national prom-

THE FRENCH GOLD RESERVE 


Gold bullion lias been piling up in 


the coffeis of France. The Bank o£ 
France now holds in its vaults over 
two billion one hundred forty million 
dollars of this metal, being surpassed 
only by the United States in its gold 
reserve. 


This is rather an unusual situation 


and is due to many causes. France 
has been one of the last to feel 
the effect of the world economic 
depression, and up to this time has 
been able to maintain a favorable trade' 
balance, her exports being in excess 
of imports. Also due to the unsettled 
conditions in the markets of the world, 
French capital has been withdrawn 
from foreign investment. 
Another 


reason for the 
amassing of gold in 


France may be explained by the an- 
tiquated arrangements of the French 
money market, which makes it difficult 
for the commercial banks to obtain 
credit by-borrowing from the central 
institution, and so obliges them, when 
they want cash, to bring home their 
London or other foreign balances in 
the form of gold which they tui n in to 
the Bank of France. 


•The depletion of the gold reserve in 


other European countries, particular- 
ly England- is causing financiers con- 
siderable worry. A conference is now 
taking place between representatives 
of the French and British treasuries 
with a view to improving the gold sit- 
uation in the two countries, but no 
progress has been made. According 
to cable reports one of the main rea- 
sons for theJailurc of these two coun- 
tries to aajxtst their*financial difficul- 
ties is because of their diffeient concep- 
tions as to the use of gold. English 
financiers think of gold as an instru- 
ment of business, but the Fiench con- 
cehre~it"more as an instrument of pol- 
icy. 


Natural economic causes for the ac- 


cumulation .of gold in France do not 
seeffl~to -satisfy, however, some finan- 
cial opinion in its present sensitive and 
nervous state, and the more sensational 
view is popular that France is building 
up a war chest, owing to the strained 
state of the political atmosphere on the 
continent of Europe. Mr. Hartley 
Withers, formerly director of financial 
inquiries., in the British treasury com- 
~ni6nts (that expectations of war in Eu-" 
f ope'-'are' prevalent in France, and it 
as probable these apprehensions may 
have considerable influence in the pol- 
icy of'France with regard to its gold 
reserve. 


At any rate the French policy in 


hoarding is entirely at variance with- 
all that has lately baen said about the 
need for .aimore equitable distribution 
of gold among the central banks of the 
world. 


Huge gold reserves are not wholly 


a blessing, for this condition will result 
in an inflation of prices, an increase 
in the cost of living, and a decrease in 
exports. It is ventured to suggest, 
however, 'that any' material reduction 
in the gold reserve will be strongly 
opposed by the French government un- 
til such time as the political situation 
shall have materially changed for the 
better.

corporation with the consent of the 
commission, In order that manufac 
ture_and sale of liquor by bootleggers 
•would be unprofitable. 


The corporation would not be al- 


lowed by the commission to 
ship 


liquor into states which desire pro- 
hibition. The states -would have to 
enforce the law within their own bor- 
ders. The corporation •would sell and 
transport only to state agencies cre- 
ated for the purposes of local distri- 
bution under state commissions. Lo- 
cal option for communities desiring 
prohibition could be established at 
•will by the state. 


Actual sales of liquor to individu- 


als would be limited to persons hold- 
ing license books, issued by state 
agencies. The amount -would be lim- 
ited. Upon conviction for violation of 
the law, for drunkenness or other 
cause provided by the state, the li- 
cense of the individual -would be can- 
celled for such time as might be pre- 
scribed. 


Profits, made by the national cor- 


poration-after paying- a reasonable 
dividend to its private stockholders, 
would go to the federal government 
for developing- schools, eliminatin 
slums and educating th'e people away 


- from intemperance, and to 
the 
states. Profits from the state agen- 
cies would so to the states for use as 
the legislatures might designate. 


The report of the commission as a 


whole embodies a review of the vol- 
uminous evidence taken over a peri- 
od of more than a year and a half.

tions for strengthening enforcement, 
the commission said that "there 
should be 60 per cent more agents 
and 60 per cent more store-keeper- 
guagers, that the number of prohibi- 
tion investigators and special agents 
should be doubled, that there should 
be a propoi*tionate increase in the 
customs bureau and in the equip- 
ment of all enforcement organiza- 
tions, and that the number of as- 
sistant district attorneys should be 
increased." 


"Regime of Corruption" 


The report declared that "a regime 


of corruption" has arisen under pro- 
hibition. 
"There have been other eras of 


corruption," the report said. "In- 
deed, such eras are likely to follow 
wars. Also there was much corrup- 
tion in connection -with, the regula- 
tion of liquor traffic before prohibi- 
tion. But the present regime of cor- 
ruption in connection with the liquor 
traffic is operating- in a new and 
larger field and is more extensive."

BadHabits

Some habits that children form 


might better be left to die of their 
o%vn weight than encouraged. 
Not 


that they are so bad in themselves 
but that they are not lovely. Their 
effort on 
the personality o£ 
the 


child is not the best. 


One v.ould not tell a child that 


chewing gum was a bad- habit. It 
is an unlovely habit and a. child 
who practises it in public loses some 
of the grace that K> his own peculiar 
charm. 
If one feels that chewing 


gum is necessary why not 
chew 


in private? A child who sits in a 
car, a classroom, a parlor steadily 
chewing- is not a pretty sight. Far 
from it. People grow 
impatient 


and finally dislike the child be- 
cause of his poor manners. 


Indulging in little mannerisms 


does not help a child. Twisting a 
lock of hair, squirming on one toe, 
biting the lips, giggling 
between 


phrases, closing the eyes when tell- 
ing a 
story, 
jingling- 
things, 


whistling between the teeth, biting 
the nails are all familiar habits, 
none of them bad but all of them 
harmful to thq personality of the 
child. 
Breaking up such a habit is cot 


an easy 'process. The first thing 
to do is to get the child to realize 
the effect his little 
mannerism is 


having on other people and so on his 
growth and persuade him to the 
ideas that he wants to rid himself 
of the burden. When he earnestly 
wishes to change his habit he will 
succeed. Not soon, 
but in time. 


Until he wishes to help 
himself 


there is very little anybody else 
can do. 
Then theie 
are little 
nervous 


tricks of manner that one must try 
hard to overcome. Tou know the 
nervous child who never allows an 
older person to finish what he is 
saying to him but interrupts with, 
-''Oh, yes, I know, I know. It's so 
and so." As a matter of fact it Is 
NOT so and so at all, but quite an- 
other way, but the child 
is in 


dread of "hems found in the wrong 
and hastens to be right first and 
last. After a few such experiences 
the grown-up person gives up and 
leaves the child to his error. Tou 
"know, too, the 
child who always 


says, "No, thank you," to any prof- 
fer of help before the words are v?ell 
out of the friendly person's mouth. 
That is usually shyness born of the 
same fear of being In the wrong and 
needing help. 


Then there is the child who shouts 


down any suggestion. He, too, is;

one might quiet him, reassure him, 
make-him feel easy, before attempt- 
ing to: talk, to him.

grim to excess to making: scenes of 
one sort or another are not bad 
habits, they are unlovely handicaps 
which an understanding teacher or 
parent or both, can help the chile?

Kecnali—The board of education 


will be elected by the 
voters at 


large if an ordinance introduced at 
the meeting of the city council last 
night by Mrs. Helen 
1C Stuart, 


Firsf; ward alderman, is adopted. 
Board members now are appointed 
by the mayor. 


The proposed ordinance -was re- 


fered to the committee on ordinan- 
ces and printing, and the city at- 
torney. A recommendation will be 
submitted at the next council meet- 
ing.The pending measure provides for 
a board of seven members, one-third 
of the members to be elected annu- 
ally. In th first election the three 
candidates receiving the largest 
number of votes would serve for 
three years; the next two highest 
ranking candidates would be elected 
for two years; and the nest two 
would serve for one year. 


Approximately 90 per cent of the 


cities in the United States now elect 
their school boards through the vo- 
ters at large, Mrs. Stuart explain- 
ed. . 
An ordinance extending the per- 


iod for paying taxes "to July 1 was 
unanimously adopted. The 'ordinance 
provide that 50 per cent of the 
amount of real estate taxes only 
shall be paid by March 1, the re- 
maining'50 per" cent'to be paid with 
2 per cent Interest by July 1.

to Regulate Sale and 
Manufacture of Liquor 


Washington—(/P)—Here is the gist 


of the plan for modification of the 
prohibition amendment proposed by 
Henry "W. Anderson, and 
recom- 


mended for 
consideration 
by Law- 


Enforcement Commissioners Kenyon, 
Loesch, Mackintosh, McCormick and 
Pound: 


"It is proposed that as soon as 


practicable, by appropriate action of 
congress and of the states, the eigh- 
teenth amendment be modified or re- 
vised ... as follows: 


'The congress shall have power to 


regulate or to prohibit the manufac- 
ture, traffic in or transportation of 
intoxicating- liquors -within, the im- 
portation thereof into, and the expor- 
tation thereof from the "United States 
and all territory subject to the juris- 
diction thereof, for beverage pur- 
poses'. 


'This modification would bring the 


amendment into conformity witli the 
traditional principles of our system 
of government. By conferring pow- 
er upon congress it would give to the 
amendment the necessary flexibility. 
The power to prohibit should be giv- 
en to the end that if the" proposed 
modification is adopted the national 
prohibition act would continue in 
force thereunder until congress en- 
acted some other plan, thus avoiding 
any. break in the system of control 
and preventing the restoration of the 
saloon 
anywhere 
in the 
United 


States. 


Need Ftexilulity 


"Under the proposed amendment 


as modified, congress would have full 
power (1) "to continue" the present 
system-of absolute national prohibi- 
tion, or (2) to remit the matter in 
whole or in part to the states, or (3) 
to adopt any system of effective con- 
trol. Since greater flexibility is one 
of the outstanding needs of. the pres- 
ent system, this modification siiould 
be made even, if the policy of. abso- 
lute national prohibition is to be con- 
tinued.

a bi-partisan national commission on 
liquor control, which should have 
full power under such, laws as con- 
gress might enact to regulata and

Must Enforce Law 


"And -while the majority of this 


commission think that even 
with

standards in personnel 
and added 


equipment reasonable 
satisfactory 


enforcement can not be attained in 
view of the opposition thereto in the 
populous centers of the country, and 
that the 
eighteenth 
amendment 


thei.efoie can not become nationally 
effective, jet those holding this view 
lecognize that aome 
time 
must 


elapse befoie 
any ielision of the 


amendment tin take 
place 
and 


agree that during- such time every 
effort should be made to secure such 
enforcement as is possible. 


". . . If a general public senti- 


ment can Le aroused throughout the 
nation for prohibition the law can~ 
be enforced as well as any other 
police law. This is a 'consummation 
devoutedly to be wished' and work- 
ed- for. But if unattainable, nullifica- 
tion can noc be toleiated, we are to 
continue to have constitutional gov- 
ernment.

not government but chaos. 


"If such further effort is not pro- 


ductive of reasonable enforcement 
and observance and 
private and 


state cooperation, the 
re%rision of 


the eighteenth amendment should 
take the form of making it more 
flexible so that there can rest in 
the congress the po^er to meet 
changing conditions 
and differing 


situations in different localities. 


". . . The bartender has given 


place to the bootlegger, and the lat- 
ter, with more cunning and cash 
than the former .had, must not be 
allowed to succeed by reason of so- 
ciety confining itself to but one in- 
flexible way to thwart him. If the 
constitution tnade it possible to de- 
prive the bootlegger of his profits 
and to promote the doctrine of tem- 
perance the- possibility for nation- 
wide prohibition would be rendered a 
reasonable actuality. 


"Mr. Anderson has presented in 


his statement a plan for control un- 
der the proposed revision of the 
amendment^ which is the result of 
careful and scientific thought and 
seems to meet the necessities of the 
situation more adequately than any 
other that has been so far suggest-

it has marked a long step forward.

and candor it must be stated that in 
the final analysis of conditions now, 
no other national moral

ment can be credited to prohibition. 
Xe-v ertheless, the gain should not be 
^jeopardized until it has been dem- 
onstrated after the fairest possible 
trial that the experiment -is com- 
pleted and has proven to be a fail- 
ure.

Doubts Value of Systems 


"My study of the systems of liquor 


control in other countries and of 
plans that have been 
submitted to 


the commission to supplant present 
conditions in the

States 


leaves me in doubt as to whether 
any of them would he adaptable to 
our diversified, populous and" exten- 
sive nation or to the heterogeneous 
aspect of its people. The plan devel- 
oped by Mr. Anderson and presented 
in his statement seems to me to be 
the best, and if after 
further trial 


prohibition is not 
enforceable I 


should favor serious consideration of 
this system.

CLOVER, ALFALFA 


Insect Worth $10,000,000 


to Country, State Ento- 
mologist Claims 


Madison—Being friends 
of the 


300,000 to the country, says state 
entomologist B. L. Chambers. The 
47 varieties of bumblebees found In 
his country are responsible for good 
clover and alfalfa seed crops to a 
jreat extent, ap the bumblebees are 
responsible for a gret deal of pol- 
inatlon except in dry seasons when 
the blossoms are more available to 
loney bees. 
Thousands of bumblebees have 


been sleeping in some clump of moss 
or trash since last July and August, 
Mr. Chambers says. 
These two 


summer months, Mr. Chambers says, 
are the festival and honeymoon pe- 
riods of the big black and yellow 
__e. 
During this time when the 


nectar flow on clovers and alfalfa 
is plentiful, from 100 to 500 males 
and queens may be produced by a 
single colony. Following the mating 
time the males eventually die and 
the queens go to sleep for 
nine 


months so that they do not -wake 
until the following March and April. 
No male bee lives over winter. 


Because of last summer's drought, 


"Wisconsin's bumblebee crop this 
coming year is apt to be short, Mr. 
Chambers says* but as each, gueen 
which comes through the winter is 
capable of producing hundreds of 
bees this next season, their protec- 
tion is necessary. Skunks We one of 
the bumblebees greatest enemies as 
they search out hiding places of the 
bees and eat them. 


"When the queen wakes from, her 


solitary slumber this coming spring 
she will find an old mouse nest or 
build a nest of her own, collect nec- 
tar, build a cluster of 6 or 12 cells, 
lay her first batch of eggs and con- 
struct a honey pot which she keeps 
filled for'use during bad weather or 
at night. What spare time she has 
she spends incubating the eggs. The 
eggs hatch in four days and 
the 


young bees, which are all workers, 
are full grown in 11 days and be- 
come perfect workers in 22 days. 
The life of a worker is about four 
weeks and the period from spring to 
summer is spent increasing 
the 


worker colony up to 200 to 400 bees. 
Then the queen is ready to retire 
and lay the eggs which will be 
hatched into males and queens for 
the next season's progeny.
